1958-59 Basketball 


When Coach Carroll King and his starting five, 
consisting of a all-senior lineup, took the floor 
against Burlington in their first of nineteen out- 
ings, they all were aware that the 1958-59 addi- 
tion was long on potential but short on experi- 
ence.

Bulldogs from Burlington, Raleigh went down by 
a 44 to 35 score. However, in the return match 
played at the North Carolina State Fair Arena, 
the Broughton charges avenged their earlier de- 
feat by a three point margin of 61 to 57. 


On consecutive nights, High Point and Lynch- 
burg gave the Caps bad results by scores of 57 to 
54 and 50 to 48. At this point, the season took its 
bleakest peak. On the following Friday, Wilming- 
ton added to this gloom with a smashing 61 to 36 
setback. 


Goldsboro was the victim to fall from the 
angered Cap warriors. After three stunning de- 
feats to equal foes, Raleigh stormed back and 
washed out the Earthquakes 65 to 48. On their 
return meeting, again it was all Raleigh . . . this 
time by a ten point margin of 73 to 63. 


Wilson also suffered duel losses to King and 
Co. Away from home on the first occasion, the 


Caps handed the Cyclones a 70 to 56 defeat and 
then playing at the Arena, won handily 74 to 53. 


Against Rocky Mount, Raleigh’s ability was not 
great enough as they bit the dust on joint meet- 
ings. The first time on the Blackbirds’ home court 
the meeting was adjourned with the Caps count- 
ing their 62 points as compared to their hosts’ 63. 
The next one wasn’t as heart-breaking, but the 
results were a blueprint from the start ... Rocky 
Mount 56, Raleigh 48. 


The campaign’s brightest glow was burning 
after the second outing with nearby Durham. 
Consoling their earlier setback by the same Bull- 
dog groups, 59 to 56, the Caps leaped high, played 
like seasoned vets and presented Durham a bitter 
thrashing by a highly polished 69 to 43 count. 


In the second meeting with highly-regarded 
Wilmington, the Wildcats paid little attention to 
the Caps good fortune and moved right over the 
home crowd by a one sided 53 to 39 score. 


Though the Wildcats enjoyed little resistance 
from the Capital City boys, Fayetteville could 
not speak in such terms. On both occasions, the 


Bulldogs could barely spot the fast moving tail- 
lights of the rampaging Raleigh lads. The first 
time, it was Fayetteville’s 42 points against Ra- 
leigh’s 65. The second game’s results were much 
the same with a 68 to 52 count. 


From the near start of the season, the Whirlies 
of Greensboro were a constant bother to the Caps. 
At the start of the year, Greensboro won at home 
52 to 46. Here in Raleigh, the story was much 
the same with a score of 43 to 35. And finally 
in the State Tournament held in their hometown, 
the Whirlies won again. This time, 63 to 45. 


Of the boys who played like crowned princes 
throughout the season, not enough can be said. 
Big Smedes York used his enlarged frame to the 
best ability as he brought down countless re- 
bounds and scored needed points. Guard Bobby 
Edgerton, and Forward Bobby Mayton proved to 
be the leading point getters for the Caps, as they 
maintained a well rounded average. The duties 
of floor general was given to strong Bobby Soden 
and his constant driving and leading the fast 
break did the Caps much good.

Back on the fifteenth of August, head football 
coach Clyde Walker issued his annual call for 
eligible football candidates.

plus co-captains, Johnny Wardlaw and Simon 
Dixon. At times, off and on during the next twelve 
to fifteen weeks, this lack of experience seemed 
as if it would immerse and incommode the cour- 
age and determination of the Raleigh warriors 
who were already wrestling with the thought of 
complete failure. However, bleak as it may have 
previously appeared, after the scarred football 
pads had been bedded down in mothballs to await 
their next assignment, the Raleigh Caps finished 
with throttle open and riding the crest of a gal- 
lant six game winning streak. It totaled the sea- 
son’s record to a proud seven wins against a mere 
three blemishes. 

Durham, Greensboro, and Wilson were the only 
foes capable of harnessing Walker’s winning 
formula as the rampaging Caps pushed aside 
Kinston, Wilmington, Goldsboro. Burlington, 
Asheville, Fayetteville, and Rocky Mount. 

At the beginning of the 1958 campaign, the Caps 
started their ten-game schedule much as the pre- 
season transcript read—slow and inexperienced. 
The Whirlies of Greensboro pounced on the lesser 
Raleigh team, but were able to run the count to 
only 13-6 against the Caps. However, the follow- 
ing week, against AA ranked Kinston, Raleigh had 
no faults and did little wrong. The final score read 
46-7 as the efforts of senior halfbacks David Poole 


and Jimmy Wardlaw accounted for three of the 
scores. Poole scored twice, Wardlaw once. 

One week later, the Caps again ran into defeat. 
This time by a 19-13 margin against Wilson. But 
even in defeat, it was a profitable gain for the 
Capital eleven. It showed the congeniality of 
quarterback Max Boxley and the team play of 
halfbacks Poole and Wardlaw along with senior 
fullback Jay McClellan. 

September 26, saw the Caps journey over to 
Durham to engage the Bulldogs in an important 
Eastern Conference meet. After the dust had 
cleared, Raleigh was on the short end of a 7-2 
score. At the sound of the final gun, the Caps 
were located on their host’s two foot line. One 
more play may have meant victory. 

The post-game gloom along with an unimpres- 
sive one win against three setbacks seemed to 
revive the falling Caps and start them on their 
tremendous drive for recognition. The heart- 
breaking defeat at Durham was the cost for the 
Caps. The remaining six games, four of which 
were against conference friends, all were marked 
in the win column for the Broughton lads. 

Wilmington was the first to experience the sting 
of the Raleigh march. Fullback McClellan pro- 
duced the six point act and Joe Mangum booted 
the point after touchdown for the needed 7-6 
margin and a cherished Raleigh win. 

For the next two weeks it was all Raleigh. 
Against Goldsboro, ends Smedes York and Joe 
Webb along with linebacker Dixon presented the 
opposition with a petous and impassive defense, 
Halfback Johnny Wardlaw aided the 26-13 Golds- 
boro win and the 26-7 Burlington victory with a 


total ground rushing of 300 yards in 23 carries. 
The line play of Bob Baird, Fred Smith, and Jim 
Olive helped, also. 

It was the trip to the western part of the state 
and Asheville which was the highlight of the 
foootball year.

David Poole provided the two point 
difference with a couple of perfect extra point 
placements. 

Quarterback Max Boxley scored twice, senior 
halfback Ivan Jones once, and Wardlaw once to 
lead the Caps over conference enemy Fayetteville 
by a 26-14 count. The following week against a 
fiery bunch of Rocky Mount chargers, the Caps 
outscored and outscraped the Blackbirds and 
sneaked by 9-7. 

With the win over Rocky Mount, Raleigh High 
closed out their 1958 campaign. Coach Walker, 
along with all Cap supporters was pleased with 
the season’s fine turn out. The reserve strength 
of Bob Martin, Tom Pierson, Burks Cumpler, Gary 
Meyer, Stuart Jenkins and Bill Duncan enabled 
the Caps steady support during the season. 

Post-season honors went to end Smedes York, 
Jay McClellan, and guard Joe Mangum. York was 
the only Cap to make the All-State ranks and 
play in the Shrine Bowl. McClellan played in the 
East-West game and Joe Mangum was noted as 
All-Eastern guard standout.
